G.S.R. 799(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by Sub-Section (i) of Section 35 of the Indian 
Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) and in supersession of 
the notification No. G.S.R. 549(E) published in 
Govt, of India Extraordinary Gazette Part-TT Sec¬ 
tion 3 sub-section (i) dated 30-10-1975 the Central 
Govt, hereby makes the following order for regulat¬ 
ing the levy of fees for pilotage and other services 
in the Port of New Mangalore, namely :— 

ORDER 

1. Short title and Commencement : —(i) This Order 
may be called the Port of New Mangalore Pilotage 
and Other Services (Fees) Order, 1984. 

(ii) Tt will come into force at once. 

2. Definitions :—In this order unless the context 
requires; 

(a) ‘Port* means Port of New Mangalore. 

(b) ‘Ship’ means a vessel propelled solely by wind 
power 

(b) ‘Steamer’ means any vessel other than a 
ship. 

(d) ‘Coasting Ship’ and ‘Coasting Steamer’ mean 
respectively a ship or steamer which is en¬ 
gaged in the carriage by sea of passengei 
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or goods from any port or place in India 
or any other Port or place in India. 

(e) ‘Foreign Ship’ and ‘Foreign Steamer’ mean 
respectively a ship or a steamer employed in 
tvadmg between any port or place in India 
and other poit or plane or between Ports 
or places out>i_le Tndia. 

3. Fees for Pilotage. Mooring or Unmooring, etc. 

The fees leviable for piloting vessels in and out 
of the Port which includes services of the Port’s 
Pilots and the services of the launches with crew but 
excludes the services of tugs, (which are charged 
separately) shall be at the rates specified in the sche¬ 
dule below, namely : 


2. In respect of sailing vessels fitted with auxil¬ 
iary engines entering the Port of New Manga¬ 
lore, pilotage fees shall be charged at the rate 
applicable to ships. 

3. The vessel for whose convenience adjacent 
berth or berths is or are kept vacant due to 
the nature of cargo to be handled at that 
particular berth or for any other areas shall 
be charged additional pilotage fees for each 
of the berth so kept vacant at the rate appli¬ 
cable to the particular vessel. 

4. The charges include one shifting, mooring 
and unmooring whether for ports’ conveni¬ 
ence or otherwise.

5. Pilotage service will be available all the 24 
hours of the day. 

6. For piloting a vessel on ‘Cold Move’ as certi¬ 
fied by the Master of the Vessel namely with¬ 
out the power of the engine of the vessel partly 
or fully in any operation a surcharge of 20 % 
shall be levied over the rates payable as per 
the Schedule. 

7. Foes for on carriage of Pilot :—In the event 
of the vessel carrying a Pilot outside the Port 
limits for unavoidable reason, the Master shall 
be bound to leave the pilot at the next nearest 
Port and the Master, owner or his representa¬ 
tive shall be responsible for the repatriation 
and all connected formalities thereof and also 
be liable to pay all expenses incurred in the 
matter of Boarding,Lodging other reasonable 
expenses and repatriation of the Pilct thus 
over carried. In addition, compensation at 
the rate of Rs. 50/- per hour shall be payable 
by the Master of the vessel till the Pilot reports 
back to duty at the Port.
